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Temptations of Jesus 



Jesus was tempted as tempted in every way, just as we are. So Jesus had the temptations 
just like us. But here three major temptations were mentioned, which mankind facing in 
the daily life. 



Temptation One 
The tempter came to him and said 

“If you are the Son of God, tell these stones to become bread” 

Jesus answered 

It is written: “Man shall not live on bread alone, but on every word that comes from the 

mouth of God” - Matthew 4:3 - 4 



Satan was misleading the people by speaking about the food. There was a saying that all 
the skills and talents men use for the bread only. Most of the people on the face of earth live 
for the bread only. Coming to one of the Indian philosophy that was called as the 
“Charvaka philosophy” they believe in the materialistic things. They also called as he 
Lokayata, this word was from Sanskrit. It means the “Worldly Ones.” They do not believe 
life afterworld, karma, liberation called as the moksha. We will find this kind of people 
around the world. These scriptures also speak about this kind of people.

Esau sold his birth rights to Brother Jacob 
just for the red bean curry.

Then Jacob 
gave Esau bread and lentil stew; and he ate and drank, and rose and went on his way. Thus

And the Lord said to Satan, “Behold, he is in your hand; only 
spare his life.” So Satan went out from the presence of the Lord and struck Job with 
loathsome sores from the sole of his foot to the crown of his head” Job 2:3-10 




T his was the important temptation. Most of the people love to judge others. Mostly the 
sinners love to call the other person as the sinner. The evil doing people always try to 
throw their evilness to others. An evil pastor tells that every pastor is an evil. I know 
one pastor who is living with two wives tell everyone that every pastor is an adulterate. 
Riches person will hide the things. 
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“A gossip betrays a confidence, but a trustworthy person keeps a secret” - Proverbs 11:13 



The good man always says that others are good. A bad man always tells that other person 
was bad. 

Coming to my life, I have fear to talk bad about others. As the pastor, I will come to know 
the defects of the people. I bury the badness of the people with in me. I have never revealed 
the mistake of other to any one at any time. When someone talks bad about the other 
person, I myself cry with in the spirit. I do not like judge others. Also I do not like to see 
others to judge. 
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Temptation for the forbidden woman 



“So you will be delivered from the forbidden woman, from the adulteress with her smooth 

words” - Proverbs 2:16 




orbidden women are the instruments of Satan to destroy the children of God mostly 
the servants of God. One must be careful about them. They are specialized in the talk 
and to drag the men into the destruction. We can see that in the life of Samson, how he 
loved the beauty of the lover Delilah. She was the forbidden woman and used all of her 
talents to destroy the God’s servant. We can also see that in the life of King Solomon. He 
also falls in the forbidden women. He went to the stage of not knowing that the spirit of 

God left him. Very often we see these kinds of things happening in the present generations. 
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The forbidden women are the same yesterday today and tomorrow. It’s the duty of the 
God’s children and the servants to protect them through the power of Jesus to overcome 
the temptations from them. 

Coming to my life experience, Satan will send some forbidden women to the church to spoil 
the Godly atmosphere. Sometimes such women cry for the help and the redemption. If the 
God servant not aware about the situations, he may feel to help her by involving in the 
personal relations, which leads to the lusty relations for the destruction of the person and 
the ministry. One fine day I have received a phone call from such a lady who attends our 
church. She called me and telling that was in the dangerous situation. I must rescue her 
from that. It says to take the responsibility about her permanently, in the other side to 
involve in the physical relations. I kneel down and asked God what’s happening. God gave 
the clear guidance keep silent and do not involve in the situation. God saved me from that 
woman. These kinds of situations happen to many God servants. We should not tempt in 
any means with such women. God protected me all times in my life. He is the same God 
who can help every one who seeks the help form Him. 
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Temptation for the sacrifice 



After these things God tested Abraham and said to him, “Abraham!” And he said, “Here 
am I.” He said, “Take your son, your only son Isaac, whom you love, and go to the land of 
Moriah, and offer him there as a burnt offering on one of the mountains of which I shall 
tell you.” So Abraham rose early in the morning, saddled his donkey, and took two of his 
young men with him, and his son Isaac. And he cut the wood for the burnt offering and 
arose and went to the place of which God had told him. On the third day Abraham lifted 
up his eyes and saw the place from afar. Then Abraham said to his young men, “Stay here 
with the donkey; I and the boy will go over there and worship and come again to you” - 

Genesis 22:1-14 
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his was the great temptation to Abraham. God gave the blessed son with covenant. 
^ ^ ^ God asked him to that boy as the sacrifice. It was the real and the great temptation. 

Generally people are very much anxiety to receive the blessings from God, but they 
don’t to be the blessing for the God. Abraham got the faith in the Lord. He was named as 
the father of faith. We can see his faith, when he told that young men stay here, me and my 
boy go and worship the Lord and come back. He gave prophesy, that he will come back 
with Isaac. It’s happened there. But the thing here was, he prepared to give Isaac as the 
sacrifice without any doubt. That spirit made God to love him more and the title was given 
as the father of faith. 

Coming to our ministerial experience in this subject, one of church member asked us to 
pray for her property sale. If it goes well, she said that she will tithe to the God. We all the 
church prayed for her issue. Somehow she was able to succeed in that, and sold the 
property for the US$10,000. She asked some girl, what the tithe was for this amount, as she 
was not educated. That girl told her it was US$1,000. That’s really very big money for her. 
She thought to change the promises for the tithe. She asked the girl what will be the tithe 
for the US$1,000. That girl told it was US$100. That lady thought still it was big money. 
She asked the again, what will be the tithe for the US$100. That girl told that was US$10. 
She purchased a ceiling fan and gave that to the church as the tithe for the US$10,000. She 
was tempted to break the promises of the sacrifice. For the result of this, she lost all the 
money for the different reasons and left the town, gone away to the near village. I always 
tell the congregation not to Temptation for the sacrifice. 
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Temptation for the death 



Then desire when it has conceived gives birth to sin, and sin when it is fully grown brings 

Forth death” - James 1:15 

While we were living in the flesh, our sinful passions, aroused by the law, were at work 
in our members to bear fruit for death” - Romans 7:5 




ost of the people do not realize that the sin leads someone to death. God forgive the 
M sins when someone realizes that they are sinners. The problem here was that they 
do not realize that they doing sin. There was a saying that says “Doing sin is 
different from Living in the sin” knowingly or unknowingly people do the sin. Other than 
God there was no righteous person on the face of the earth. But some people declare 
themselves as the righteous. There the problem starts. They are making God as the liar. 
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“If we claim we have not sinned, we make him out to be a liar and his word is not in us” - 1 

John 1:10 

The result of this, God leaving them to the spirit, which was leads them to destruction. 

“Therefore God gave them over in the sinful desires of their hearts to sexual impurity for 
the degrading of their bodies with one another” - Romans 1:24 

When God left someone, the next step for them was the death. Their sins led them to death. 
God wants to save the people. When they are away from him with their sinful nature, it 
leads them to the death. Coming to my life experience, I know one of the God’s servants 
who were in the large ministry. When he received the great blessings with name and fame, 
he started to fall in the lusty things. As he was the good friend of mine, I told him in the 
person, brother don't walk in the evil paths. Till today your plane flying to Sky’s, now it 
took turn to the earth in the ninety degrees. If you do not check yourself, it may be harm 
for you. He looked at with little smile and said, brother I am fine, there was no problem. I 
told him, it’s ok. I did my job. After I told him, I decided myself not to meet him this 
person any time. I do this very often. After that incident keeping myself away from the 
people who were loved to live in the sin. 

“Blessed is the man Who walks not in the counsel of the ungodly, Nor stands in the path of 
sinners, Nor sits in the seat of the scornful” - Psalm 1:1 

After one year that great God servant was murdered and throne as the dead dog on the 
national high way. Temptation for the death, I tell very God servant to keep fear of God 
not to do the sin which leads to the death. I myself keep this kind of thing in front of me all 
times, not to fall in the sin, which lead me also to the death. 
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Temptation for the bribe 



He who walks righteously and speaks uprightly, who despises the gain of oppressions, who 
shakes his hands, lest they hold a bribe, who stops his ears from hearing of bloodshed and 
shuts his eyes from looking on evil” - Isaiah 33:15 




really do not know how the “Temptation for the bribe” goes in the other countries, but 
^ in India it walks on four legs. It means work out in the full pledge. We cannot do 
anything without bribe in India. For the marriages they modified that word as the 
dowry. 

People think this was the easy way to make big monies. Even the nominal Christians who 
were in the key positions in the government, also makes money through this way. The 
strange thing was here, they give tithes in the bribe to God as they were in the impression 
that God forgive that mistake. This bribe closes the eyes of the people. Bribe will not speak 
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the justice. Bribe stand for the evil. I have seen many people who made the big monies 
through the bribe ended up their life in the great tragedy. 

I know one criminal lawyer here in our town. By taking the bribe he use to change the 
stories of the victims, make the victim to die themselves. He was such a talented person, 
who can change realities to the wrong. For example if any girl was raped by the crucial 
people, he use stood for them and prove the girl was a prostitute. Many girls committed 
suicide after the verdict of the court that they were prostitutes. For the result of that, his 
only daughter was killed by the son -in - law. He was unable to do anything. After few 
days his older son died in the accident. After that the remaining son also died with great 
disease. When he lost all the children in the pathetic way, he also died all of sudden. The 
strange thing here was, that his property became like the burial place in the middle of the 
city. There was no one to calm that property. 

Coming to our ministerial experience, one our church girl married to the boy who lives 
fifty kilometers away from our city. According to their standards, they claimed US$2,000 
as the dowry. Both are the Christians but following the systems of the world. 

“Therefore, I urge you, brothers and sisters, in view of God’s mercy, to offer your bodies as 
a living sacrifice, holy and pleasing to God — this is your true and proper worship. Do not 
conform to the pattern of this world, but be transformed by the renewing of your mind. 
Then you will be able to test and approve what God’s will is his good, pleasing and perfect 

will” - Romans 12:1-2 

Most of the nominal Christians follow the pattern of this world. This was also the disease of 
the Israelites. Where ever the Israelites goes to the forging lands, they adopted the systems 
and customs of them which against to the God. 
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For the result of the US$2,000, the boy’s father met with accident and paid US$4,000 to the 
doctor. I repeatedly tell our congregation don't follow the pattern of this world by 
Temptation for the bribe. 



Temptation of falsehood 



“I made a covenant with my eyes not to look with lust at a young woman. For what has 
God above chosen for us? What is our inheritance from the Almighty on high? Isn’t it 
calamity for the wicked and misfortune for those who do evil? Doesn’t he see everything I 
do and every step I take? “Have I lied to anyone or deceived anyone? Let God weigh me 
on the scales of justice, for he knows my integrity. If I have strayed from his pathway, or if 
my heart has lusted for what my eyes have seen, or if I am guilty of any other sin, then let 
someone else eat the crops I have planted. Let all that I have planted be uprooted. “If my 
heart has been seduced by a woman, or if I have lusted for my neighbor’s wife, then let my 
wife serve another man; let other men sleep with her. For lust is a shameful sin, a crime 
that should be punished. It is a Are that burns all the way to hell. It would wipe out 
everything I own. “If I have been unfair to my male or female servants when they brought 
their complaints to me, how could I face God? What could I say when he questioned me? 

For God created both me and my servants. He created us both in the womb. “Have I 
refused to help the poor, or crushed the hopes of widows? Have I been stingy with my food 
and refused to share it with orphans? No, from childhood I have cared for orphans like a 
father, and all my life I have cared for widows. Whenever I saw the homeless without 
clothes and the needy with nothing to wear, did they not praise me for providing wool 
clothing to keep them warm? “If I raised my hand against an orphan, knowing the judges 
would take my side, then let my shoulder be wrenched out of place! Let my arm be torn 
from its socket! That would be better than facing God’s judgment. For if the majesty of 
God opposes me, what hope is there? - Job 31:1-23 
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We see this of temptations very often, Temptation for the others wife and the properties 
and the rights. Doing injustice to the needy people also comes in this. Most of these things 
take place due to the falsehood. Lot of men try to spoil the others wife’s. They do not know 
what will be the reaction for that. 

“So is he who sleeps with another man's wife; no one who touches her will go unpunished” 

- Proverbs 6:29 

Every evil act follows with the punishment. Mostly with the linked to the other persons will 
have more serious reactions, doing injustice to the widows or to the orphans? Not helping 
the needy people, when you are in situation to help them. Temptation of falsehood leads 
someone to the every evil act which brings the punishments. 
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Temptation through someone else's

So, whether you eat or drink, or whatever you do, do all to the glory of God. Give no 
offense to Jews or to Greeks or to the church of God” - 1 Corinthians 10:28-32 

But take care that this right of yours does not somehow become a stumbling block to the 
weak. For if anyone sees you who have knowledge eating in an idol's temple, will he not be 
encouraged, if his conscience is weak, to eat food offered to idols? And so by your 
knowledge this weak person is destroyed, the brother for whom Christ died. Thus, sinning 
against your brothers and wounding their conscience when it is weak, you sin against 
Christ. Therefore, if food makes my brother stumble, I will never eat meat, lest I make my 

brother stumble” - 1 Corinthians 8:9-13 

Most of the time we tempted through someone else's, Satan also use the people to tempt us. 
The scripture says the evil fellowship spoils the good persons.

Do not be deceived: “Bad company ruins good morals” - 1 Corinthians 15:33 

ellowship of fools and evil people leads us to the temptation and to the destruction. 
Many children of God spoiled due to the fellowship of the worldly friends. They feel 
that they are doing right, but they do not know the truth of the scriptures. There was 
no friendship to the light and dark, Godly and the un-Godly.

When I accepted the Lord Jesus as my personal savior in 
the year 1972 February 7th, which was the last day where I lost my worldly friends. To 
avoid the worldly friends we must have the re-born experience. A nominal Christian moves 
with the worldly friends where he faces the temptations. Jesus is my best friend where I am 
spending much time with Him all of my life time.

ost of the temptations were connected to the flesh. Flesh is always week and desires 
M the worldly things. How we can overcome from this. Unless you are strong in the 
spirit it’s very difficult to overcome the temptation of the flesh. For that we need to 
keep the spirit to alive in us. Most of the people love to live according the desire of the flesh, 
where they have the temporary enjoyments. The scriptures are very clear on this matter.

He hugged me and telling something in my ear. I was unable to catch those words as they 
are with low voice. I asked him please speak loud. He said you must be submissive yourself 
to the authority. That was the first time I hear in such a way about the submitting. God 
knows I was not the person who submits to someone. That was the turning point in my life.

She earned a great deal of money for her owners 
by fortune-telling. She followed Paul and the rest of us, shouting, “These men are servants 
of the Most High God, who are telling you the way to be saved.” She kept this up for many 
days. Finally Paul became so annoyed that he turned around and said to the spirit, “In the 
name of Jesus Christ I command you to come out of her!” At that moment the spirit left 
her. When her owners realized that their hope of making money was gone, they seized Paul 
and Silas and dragged them into the marketplace to face the authorities. They brought 
them before the magistrates and said, “These men are Jews, and are throwing our city into 
an uproar by advocating customs unlawful for us Romans to accept or practice.” The 
crowd joined in the attack against Paul and Silas, and the magistrates ordered them to be 
stripped and beaten with rods. After they had been severely flogged, they were thrown into 
prison, and the jailer was commanded to guard them carefully. When he received these 
orders, he put them in the inner cell and fastened their feet in the stocks. About midnight 
Paul and Silas were praying and singing hymns to God, and the other prisoners were 
listening to them. Suddenly there was such a violent earthquake that the foundations of the 
prison were shaken. At once all the prison doors flew open, and everyone’s chains came 
loose. The jailer woke up, and when he saw the prison doors open, he drew his sword and 
was about to kill himself because he thought the prisoners had escaped. But Paul shouted, 
“Don’t harm yourself! We are all here!” The jailer called for lights, rushed in and fell 
trembling before Paul and Silas. He then brought them out and asked, “Sirs, what must I 
do to be saved?” They replied, “Believe in the Lord Jesus, and you will be saved — you and 
your household.” Then they spoke the word of the Lord to him and to all the others in his 
house. At that hour of the night the jailer took them and washed their wounds; then 
immediately he and all his household were baptized. The jailer brought them into his house 
and set a meal before them; he was filled with joy because he had come to believe in God he 
and his whole household. When it was daylight, the magistrates sent their officers to the 
jailer with the order: “Release those men.” The jailer told Paul, “The magistrates have 
ordered that you and Silas be released. Now you can leave. Go in peace.” But Paul said to

threw us into prison. And now do they want to get rid of us quietly? No! Let them come 
themselves and escort us out.”

Now Rebekah was listening 
when Isaac spoke to Esau his son. And Esau went to the field to hunt game and to bring it. 

So Rebekah spoke to Jacob her son, saying, “Indeed I heard your father speak to Esau 
your brother, saying, ‘Bring me game and make savory food for me, that I may eat it and 
bless you in the presence of the Lord before my death.’

One 
day he went into the house to attend to his duties, and none of the household servants was 
inside. She caught him by his cloak and said, “Come to bed with me!” But he left his cloak 
in her hand and ran out of the house. When she saw that he had left his cloak in her hand 
and had run out of the house, she called her household servants. “Look,” she said to them, 
“this Hebrew has been brought to us to make sport of us! He came in here to sleep with me, 
but I screamed. When he heard me scream for help, he left his cloak beside me and ran out 
of the house.” She kept his cloak beside her until his master came home. Then she told him 
this story: “That Hebrew slave you brought us came to me to make sport of me. But as 
soon as I screamed for help, he left his cloak beside me and ran out of the house.”

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Korah was tempted to rebel 



Korah son of Izhar, the son of Kohath, the son of Levi, and certain Reubenites — Dathan 
and Abiram, sons of Eliab, and On son of Peleth — became insolent and rose up against 
Moses. With them were 250 Israelite men, well-known community leaders who had been 
appointed members of the council. They came as a group to oppose Moses and Aaron and 
said to them, “You have gone too far! The whole community is holy, every one of them, and 
the Lord is with them. Why then do you set yourselves above the Lord’s assembly?” When 
Moses heard this, he fell facedown. Then he said to Korah and all his followers: “In the 
morning the Lord will show who belongs to him and who is holy, and he will have that 
person come near him. The man he chooses he will cause to come near him. You, Korah, 
and all your followers are to do this: Take censers and tomorrow put burning coals and 
incense in them before the Lord. The man the Lord chooses will be the one who is holy. 
You Levites have gone too far!” Moses also said to Korah, “Now listen, you Levites! Isn’t it 
enough for you that the God of Israel has separated you from the rest of the Israelite 
community and brought you near himself to do the work at the Lord’s tabernacle and to 
stand before the community and minister to them? He has brought you and all your fellow 
Levites near himself, but now you are trying to get the priesthood too. It is against the 
Lord that you and all your followers have banded together. Who is Aaron that you should 
grumble against him?” Then Moses summoned Dathan and Abiram, the sons of Eliab. But 
they said, “We will not come! Isn’t it enough that you have brought us up out of a land 
flowing with milk and honey to kill us in the wilderness? And now you also want to lord it 
over us! Moreover, you haven’t brought us into a land flowing with milk and honey or 
given us an inheritance of fields and vineyards. Do you want to treat these men like 
slaves[b]? No, we will not come!” Then Moses became very angry and said to the Lord, “Do 
not accept their offering. I have not taken so much as a donkey from them, nor have I 
wronged any of them.” Moses said to Korah, “You and all your followers are to appear 
before the Lord tomorrow you and they and Aaron. Each man is to take his censer and put 
incense in it 250 censers in all — and present it before the Lord. You and Aaron are to 
present your censers also.” So each of them took his censer, put burning coals and incense 
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in it, and stood with Moses and Aaron at the entrance to the tent of meeting. When Korah 
had gathered all his followers in opposition to them at the entrance to the tent of meeting, 
the glory of the Lord appeared to the entire assembly. The Lord said to Moses and Aaron, 
“Separate yourselves from this assembly so I can put an end to them at once.” But Moses 
and Aaron fell face down and cried out, “O God, the God who gives breath to all living 
things, will you be angry with the entire assembly when only one man sins?” Then the Lord 
said to Moses, “Say to the assembly, ‘Move away from the tents of Korah, Dathan and 
Abiram.’” Moses got up and went to Dathan and Abiram, and the elders of Israel followed 
him. He warned the assembly, “Move back from the tents of these wicked men! Do not 
touch anything belonging to them, or you will be swept away because of all their sins.” So 
they moved away from the tents of Korah, Dathan and Abiram. Dathan and Abiram had 
come out and were standing with their wives, children and little ones at the entrances to 
their tents. Then Moses said, “This is how you will know that the Lord has sent me to do all 
these things and that it was not my idea: If these men die a natural death and suffer the 
fate of all mankind, then the Lord has not sent me. But if the Lord brings about something 
totally new, and the earth opens its mouth and swallows them, with everything that belongs 
to them, and they go down alive into the realm of the dead, then you will know that these 
men have treated the Lord with contempt.” As soon as he finished saying all this, the 
ground under them split apart and the earth opened its mouth and swallowed them and 
their households, and all those associated with Korah, together with their possessions. 
They went down alive into the realm of the dead, with everything they owned; the earth 
closed over them, and they perished and were gone from the community. At their cries, all 
the Israelites around them fled, shouting, “The earth is going to swallow us too!” And fire 
came out from the Lord and consumed the 250 men who were offering the incense” -

punished very badly. This was the temptation to rebel. This kind of things happens in our 
families also. Wife rebels against husband and the children against the parents. Many 
families were destroyed due to this kind of rebels’ people. Some God servants also face this 
kind of things. I know one pastor who is very good and doing the wonderful ministry. He 
was the very calm person. Wife took the advantage of his goodness and made the sons to 
rebel on the husband. As he was happened to be the senior pastor, there was no way to 
fight with the sons. For the result of this his ministry was disturbed and the wife and the 
older son died. Rebel people disturb the ministry and the family. This was the act of Satan. 
Satanic people were tempt to rebel. 
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Tempted God to not to enter into the Promised Land 



“The Lord said to Moses, “Take the staff, and you and your brother Aaron gather the 
assembly together. Speak to that rock before their eyes and it will pour out its water. You 
will bring water out of the rock for the community so they and their livestock can drink.” 
So Moses took the staff from the Lord’s presence, just as he commanded him. He and 
Aaron gathered the assembly together in front of the rock and Moses said to them, “Listen, 
you rebels, must we bring you water out of this rock?” Then Moses raised his arm and 
struck the rock twice with his staff. Water gushed out, and the community and their 
livestock drank. But the Lord said to Moses and Aaron, “Because you did not trust in me 
enough to honor me as holy in the sight of the Israelites, you will not bring this community 
into the land I give them.” These were the waters of Meribah, where the Israelites 
quarreled with the Lord and where he was proved holy among them” - Numbers 20:7-13 
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od told Moses to speak with the rock, but Moses out of the emotion and the 
irritation; he raised his arm and struck the rock twice with his staff. God did His 
work by giving waters for them. Moses was tempted God through his action not to 
enter into the Promised Land. 

Coming to our lives, God speaks to us to do this and that, but try to do things in our own 
way. Many people were failed in their lives due to this kind of nature. Everyone must know 
one thing, that the will of God only will be done. 

Coming to my personal experience, one fine day I was in the preparation to take flight at 
9:30am from my home town to America. When I was in the prayer in the early morning, 
God spoke to me, that I am not going to America. I told God that all the ticket reservations 
done, how I can cancel in this eleventh hour. We must do what God says. Then I called my 
travel agent to cancel my flight ticket. The travel agent told me that I lose all the money. I 
said it ok, there was no problem, I must listen God. After some time the travel agent called 
in phone and said that I have not lost any money of the ticket. If I tempt God by not obey to 
His command, I really do not know what bad things could happen to me. What I have 
learned in my life was not to tempt God to miss His blessings in the life. 
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Tempted to Rebuke a Godly Leader 



“Miriam and Aaron Oppose Moses: Miriam and Aaron began to talk against Moses 
because of his Cushite wife, for he had married a Cushite. “Has the Lord spoken only 
through Moses?” they asked. “Hasn’t he also spoken through us?” And the Lord heard 
this. (Now Moses was a very humble man, more humble than anyone else on the face of the 
earth.) At once the Lord said to Moses, Aaron and Miriam, “Come out to the tent of 
meeting, all three of you.” So the three of them went out. Then the Lord came down in a 
pillar of cloud; he stood at the entrance to the tent and summoned Aaron and Miriam. 
When the two of them stepped forward, he said, “Listen to my words: “When there is a 
prophet among you, I, the Lord, reveal myself to them in visions, I speak to them in 
dreams. But this is not true of my servant Moses; he is faithful in my entire house. With 
him I speak face to face, clearly and not in riddles; he sees the form of the Lord. Why then 
were you not afraid to speak against my servant Moses? The anger of the Lord burned 
against them, and he left them. When the cloud lifted from above the tent, Miriam’s skin 
was leprous it became as white as snow. Aaron turned toward her and saw that she had a 
defiling skin disease, and he said to Moses, “Please, my lord, I ask you not to hold against 
us the sin we have so foolishly committed. Do not let her be like a stillborn infant coming 
from its mother’s womb with its flesh half eaten away.” So Moses cried out to the Lord, 
“Please, God, heal her!” The Lord replied to Moses, “If her father had spit in her face, 
would she not have been in disgrace for seven days? Confine her outside the camp for seven 
days; after that she can be brought back.” So Miriam was confined outside the camp for 
seven days, and the people did not move on till she was brought back. After that, the people 
left Hazeroth and encamped in the Desert of Paran” - Numbers 12 
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ebuke a Godly Leader, we see very often in our communities. There are some 
R denominations, where the lay man rules the pastor. For them the pastor was the paid 
employee. The pastor must preach according to their will. He must present his 
sermon before day on the paper. They distribute the printed copies to the church members 
on the Sunday service. Church was the reflection of heaven. God is only the head for the 
heaven. All the angels must worship Him with all of their spirit mind and soul. They must 
be ruled by the servant of God. Unfortunately the pastor and the congregation were ruling 
by the lay leaders. During my visit to America in the year 1998, 1 was happened to preach 
this kind of mission churches. I have preached around fifty churches. In the end of my 
sermon, I use to tell this illustration. The illustration goes like this “One shaped 
shepherding the sheep. Very often the wolfs are coming and bothering the sheep. He 
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shared this with friends and advised to bring the dogs to prevent the wolfs. So the Shepard 
brought the Germen-Shepard bread dogs. Then wolfs stopped to attack the sheep. There 
was no work for the dogs. The dogs were in boring because there was no work for them. 
One day they had a meeting among them. One of the wise dogs advised the other dogs, we 
always have the work. From this day we will shepherd the sheep and the Shepard.” Now 
the lay leaders are ruling the pastor and the congregation. 

What all I came to know in my life and ministry was the church will not be blessed if don’t 
honor the pastor. The one who don’t honor pastor cannot honor the God. We have seen 
what happened to Miriam. In my ministry I have seen some people destroyed and some 
died by attacking me in the ministry. Psalmist said this with his life experience. 



“Do not touch my anointed ones; do my prophets no harm” - Psalm 105:15 

People should not tempt to rebuke a Godly Leader to have the peaceful days in their lives 
on the face of the earth.

When they came to 
Balaam, they told him what Balak had said. “Spend the night here,” Balaam said to them, 
“and I will report back to you with the answer the Lord gives me.” So the Moabite officials 
stayed with him. God came to Balaam and asked, “Who are these men with you?” Balaam 
said to God, “Balak son of Zippor, king of Moab, sent me this message: ‘A people that has 
come out of Egypt covers the face of the land. Now come and put a curse on them for me. 
Perhaps then I will be able to fight them and drive them away.’ But God said to Balaam, 
“Do not go with them. You must not put a curse on those people, because they are blessed.” 
The next morning Balaam got up and said to Balak’s officials, “Go back to your own 
country, for the Lord has refused to let me go with you.” So the Moabite officials returned 
to Balak and said, “Balaam refused to come with us.” Then Balak sent other officials, 
more numerous and more distinguished than the first. They came to Balaam and said: 
“This is what Balak son of Zippor says: Do not let anything keep you from coming to me, 
because I will reward you handsomely and do whatever you say. Come and put a curse on 
these people for me.” But Balaam answered them, “Even if Balak gave me all the silver 
and gold in his palace, I could not do anything great or small to go beyond the command of 
the Lord my God. Now spend the night here so that I can find out what else the Lord will 
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tell me.” That night God came to Balaam and said, “Since these men have come to 
summon you, go with them, but do only what I tell you” - Numbers 22:1-20 




Here the prophet tempted to sell himself to curse the God’s children. God will not please if 
some curse His children. 

“The Pharisee stood by himself and prayed: ‘God, I thank you that I am not like other 
people — robbers, evildoers, adulterers or even like this tax collector. I fast twice a week 
and give a tenth of all I get.’ “But the tax collector stood at a distance. He would not even 
look up to heaven, but beat his breast and said, ‘God, have mercy on me, a sinner.’ “I tell 
you that this man, rather than the other, went home justified before God. For all those who 
exalt themselves will be humbled, and those who humble themselves will be exalted” - Luke 

18:11-14 
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God loves His children, he don't like someone to criticize or do any balms on them. God 
manifested in the human beings. If anybody curses the other person, they are cursing the 
living God who was dwelling in that person. God act on the people who curse others.

“Achan’s Sin: But the Israelites were unfaithful in regard to the devoted things[a]; Achan 
son of Karmi, the son of Zimri,[b] the son of Zerah, of the tribe of Judah, took some of 
them. So the Lord’s anger burned against Israel. Now Joshua sent men from Jericho to Ai, 
which is near Beth Aven to the east of Bethel, and told them, “Go up and spy out the 
region.” So the men went up and spied out Ai. When they returned to Joshua, they said, 
“Not all the army will have to go up against Ai. Send two or three thousand men to take it 
and do not weary the whole army, for only a few people live there.” So about three 
thousand went up; but they were routed by the men of Ai, who killed about thirty-six of 
them. They chased the Israelites from the city gate as far as the stone quarries and struck 
them down on the slopes. At this the hearts of the people melted in fear and became like 
water. Then Joshua tore his clothes and fell facedown to the ground before the ark of the 
Lord, remaining there till evening. The elders of Israel did the same, and sprinkled dust on 
their heads. And Joshua said, “Alas, Sovereign Lord, why did you ever bring this people 
across the Jordan to deliver us into the hands of the Amorites to destroy us? If only we had 
been content to stay on the other side of the Jordan! Pardon your servant, Lord. What can 
I say, now that Israel has been routed by its enemies? The Canaanites and the other people 
of the country will hear about this and they will surround us and wipe out our name from 
the earth. What then will you do for your own great name?” The Lord said to Joshua, 
“Stand up! What are you doing down on your face? Israel has sinned; they have violated 
my covenant, which I commanded them to keep. They have taken some of the devoted 
things; they have stolen, they have lied, they have put them with their own possessions. 
That is why the Israelites cannot stand against their enemies; they turn their backs and run 
because they have been made liable to destruction. I will not be with you anymore unless 
you destroy whatever among you is devoted to destruction. “Go, consecrate the people. Tell 
them, ‘Consecrate yourselves in preparation for tomorrow; for this is what the Lord, the 
God of Israel, says: There are devoted things among you, Israel. You cannot stand against 
your enemies until you remove them. “‘In the morning, present yourselves tribe by tribe. 
The tribe the Lord chooses shall come forward clan by clan; the clan the Lord chooses shall 
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come forward family by family; and the family the Lord chooses shall come forward man 
by man. Whoever is caught with the devoted things shall be destroyed by fire, along with 
all that belongs to him. He has violated the covenant of the Lord and has done an 
outrageous thing in Israel!’ Early the next morning Joshua had Israel come forward by 
tribes, and Judah was chosen. The clans of Judah came forward, and the Zerahites were 
chosen. He had the clan of the Zerahites come forward by families, and Zimri was chosen. 

Joshua had his family come forward man by man, and Achan son of Karmi, the son of 
Zimri, the son of Zerah, of the tribe of Judah, was chosen. Then Joshua said to Achan, “My 
son, give glory to the Lord, the God of Israel, and honor him. Tell me what you have done; 
do not hide it from me.” Achan replied, “It is true! I have sinned against the Lord, the God 
of Israel. This is what I have done: When I saw in the plunder a beautiful robe from 
Babylonia, two hundred shekels of silver and a bar of gold weighing fifty shekels, I coveted 
them and took them. They are hidden in the ground inside my tent, with the silver 
underneath.” So Joshua sent messengers, and they ran to the tent, and there it was, hidden 
in his tent, with the silver underneath. They took the things from the tent, brought them to 
Joshua and all the Israelites and spread them out before the Lord. Then Joshua, together 
with all Israel, took Achan son of Zerah, the silver, the robe, the gold bar, his sons and 
daughters, his cattle, donkeys and sheep, his tent and all that he had, to the Valley of 
Achor. Joshua said, “Why have you brought this trouble on us? The Lord will bring 
trouble on you today.”Then all Israel stoned him, and after they had stoned the rest, they 
burned them. Over Achan they heaped up a large pile of rocks, which remains to this day. 
Then the Lord turned from his fierce anger. Therefore that place has been called the Valley

Let’s not tempt for the silver and gold to destroy ourselves with the entire 
families. 
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Temptation of acquaintance 



Eli’s Wicked Sons: Now Eli was very old, and heard all that his sons did unto all Israel; 
and how they lay with the women that assembled at the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. And he said unto them, why do ye such things? For I hear of your evil 
dealings by all these people. Nay, my sons; for it is no good report that I hear: ye make the 
Lord's people to transgress. If one man sin against another, the judge shall judge him: but 
if a man sin against the Lord, who shall intreat for him? Notwithstanding they hearkened 
not unto the voice of their father, because the Lord would slay them. And the child Samuel 
grew on, and was in favor both with the Lord, and also with men. 

Eli’s sons were scoundrels; they had no regard for the Lord. Now it was the practice of the 
priests that, whenever any of the people offered a sacrifice, the priest’s servant would come 
with a three-pronged fork in his hand while the meat was being boiled and would plunge 
the fork into the pan or kettle or caldron or pot. Whatever the fork brought up the priest 
would take for himself. This is how they treated all the Israelites who came to Shiloh. But 
even before the fat was burned, the priest’s servant would come and say to the person who 
was sacrificing, “Give the priest some meat to roast; he won’t accept boiled meat from you, 
but only raw.” If the person said to him, “Let the fat be burned first, and then take 
whatever you want,” the servant would answer, “No, hand it over now; if you don’t, I’ll 
take it by force.” 

Therefore the Lord, the God of Israel, declares: ‘I promised that members of your family 
would minister before me forever.’ But now the Lord declares: ‘Far be it from me! Those 
who honor me I will honor, but those who despise me will be disdained. The time is coming 
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when I will cut short your strength and 
the strength of your priestly house, so 
that no one in it will reach old age, and 
you will see distress in my dwelling. 

Although good will be done to Israel, no 
one in your family line will ever reach 
old age.

“Everything is all right,” Gehazi answered. “My master sent me to say, ‘Two young men 
from the company of the prophets have just come to me from the hill country of Ephraim.

Three types of Temptations 



“Everything in the world— the lust of the flesh, the lust of the eyes, and the pride of life 
conies not from the Father but from the world” - 1 John 2:16 

The Lust of the eyes
